CATALOGUE OF THE BOSTON PUBLIC LIBRARY.* 
From the “ New Englander.” 

We are sure that many of our readers have watched with us the prog- 
ress of the Boston Public Library with sentiments of uncommon satis- 
faction. Scholars, especially, not in the neighborhood of Boston alone, 
but throughout New England and in other parts of our country, have 
reason to rejoice that so large and choice a collection of bouks has been 
brought together within so short a time, and made accessible to the call 
of all who are engaged in the pursuit of science or literature. The Trus- 
tees of the Institution, a body of gentlemen themselves distinguished for 
high attainments in various walks of learning, have shown from their 
earliest organization a clear appreciation of the necessities of the com- 
munity, and by establishing the two distinct departments of Reference 
Books and Circulating Books, have done their utmost to gratify the de- 
sires on the one hand of those who are engaged in scientific researches, 
and on the other hand of those who depend on a public collection of 
books for their general reading. 

The manificent donations of Mr. Bates, seconded by the liberal ap- 

propriations of the City of Boston, and augmented by cther generous 
gifts, have furnished the Trustees with the pecuniary means indispensa- 
ble to the execution ot their plan. A building, remarkable for its con- 
venience and beauty, has been erected. The services of a Superintend- 
ent, qualified in a preéminent degree by his tastes, acquisitions, and ex- 
perience for the administration of so important a trust, were long ago 
secured, and we are now called upon to chronicle the publication of a 
printed catalogue of fifty-five thousand volumes, deposited in the Upper 
or Reference Hall of the Library Building, and another of nearly twenty 
thousand volumes in the Lower Hall or Lending Library. 
_ In judging of all this it should be remembered that the act establish- 
ing the Public Library was not passed till 1848, and that the greater 
portion of the work referred to has been accomplished since a much 
more recent time. The only parallel in our country, with which we are 
acquainted, to this rapid and judicious formation of a large collection of 
books, is exhibited in New York, where, in administering the princely 
bequest of Mr. J. J. Astor, and the subsequent donation of his son, the 
admirable management of Dr. Cogswell has brought together, within a 
somewhat longer period, a library even more extensive than that in Bos- 
ton. Both these institutions are virtually given to the literary men of 
the whole country,—for within their doors no question of citizenship 
inpedes the freest access to their well-selected stores. Indeed, all our 
other libraries have been cast into the shade by these new lights. 





* Index to the Catalo f Bo i i 
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Under these circumstances we take pleasure in referring with some 
particularity to the Index to the Catalogue of the Reference portion of 
the Boston Public Library. It has appeared almost simultaneously with 
the fourth volume of the first part of the Index to the Books in the Astor 
Library, likewise a work of great bibliographical value, to which, on the 
publication of the second part, we shall hope to call attention. 

The Boston Catalogue is a stout octavo of about nine hundred rather 
finely printed pages. It is issued from the well-known press of Messrs. 
G. C. Rand & Avery, and we have reason to believe that the clearness 
and attractiveness of the typography is due in no small degree to the pa- 
tience and pridé which they, as printers to the Corporation of the City, 
have manifested in perfecting the mechanical execution of this work, 

The titles of the books are arranged alphabetically according to the 
rule now almost universally followed by bibliographers, under the names 
of the authors, and are printed in two parallel columns with press-marks 
which indicate where the volumes may be found. Almost every book, 
however, is also mentioned once or more under some other head than 
the author’s name. Catesby’s Natural History of Oarolina, Florida, and 
the Bahamas, for example, will be found under Oatesby, and also under 
each of the three territories named. It will therefore be seen that al- 
though the Index does not purport to be a Olassified Index of the Li- 
brary, it virtually is so, to a very great extent. This feature is one, in 
our opinion, of the highest value, and as the compilers have not felt 
obliged to give verbatim the full title of every book, the repetition of the 
short, abridged titles which are given does not swell the volume to an 
inconvenient size. 

Every one familiar with the administration of a large reference libra- 
ry, is aware how difficult it is to make available to students voluminous 
series printed without an Index,—such a work, for example, as Murato- 
ri’s Rerum Italicarum Seriptores, in 28 volumes folio. Now in the Ort- 
alogue before us, when such a series is mentioned as belonging to the 
Public Library, the contents of every volume are distinctly specified, 
The enumeration of the separate treatises in the work just named fills 
two and a half finely printed columns. Not only so, but the names of 
the authors of these separate treatises are stated in their proper alphabet- 
ical place in the general catalogue. Let an inquiry be made for Fer- 
reto’s Historia Rerum Italicarain, 1250-1318, the Boston Index shows 
under Ferreto’s name in the general alphabetical catalogue, that the 
work inquired for is to be found in the ninth volume of Muraturi’s great 
work, 

As the Trustees of the Library have taken pains to secure such long 
historical and other serials, as constitute, in a certain sense, the fountain 
lakes from which many literary streams flow forth, the Index has become 
a most convenient manual for any Librarian, We know no other volame 
which will be so convenient a key to these usually inaccessible store- 
houses, We venture to say, that many voluminous series, scattered in 
the different libraries of this country, will be for the first time picked 
open by this serviceable instrument. 

There are two collections of documents which stand by themselves, 
on the whole unequaled in their importance to the statesmen, the his- 
torians, and the publicists of Great Britain and America, We refer to 
the Public Documents of the British Parliament and the United States 
Congress. So far as we know, no Index has heretofore been ob og in 
either country to these national series. Every year has added to the 
ponderous mass already existing,.new scores of cambersome documents, 
burying deeper and deeper the earlier volames. It is true that any paper 
of which the exact date was known could be easily found; but if the 
investigator has sought to ascertain what public reports have been print- 
ed upon a given ¢dopic, he has been always tried with vexatious delays, 
and often completely thwarted. These difficulties are now removed. 
This Index gives, under the head “ United States,” nearly if not quite a 
complete statement of all Congressional publications, and in addition, a 
minute Index to all the topics which are discussed in them. We may 
easily illustrate the value of such an analysis by an incident which came 
under our observation not long ago. 

A gentleman, who is writing the biography of an eminent officer of 
the United States Army who has recently fallen in the active service of 
the Union, was desirous of tracing the hero’s career during his residence 
in California. It became necessary for him to inquire into the early his- 


tory of that new State, and he searched all the works on California to 
which he could gain access in a large public library, but with very little 
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satisfaction The public documents seemed to him so voluminous, so ill- 
arranged, and so badly indexed, that he was inclined to despair of twurn- 
ing them toany account. The Librarian called hisattention to the Boston 
Index, and a mountain of difficulties was leveled at once. Turning to it, 
under the heads of California, Colorado, Fremont, San Diego, San Fran- 
cisco, San Pedro, Tulare, gold bullion, &., he was able quickly to trace 
out many af the papers fur which otherwise he might have searched in 
vain for days. 

Let us take another example. The complicated affairs of Kansas are 
under discussion. It is ordinarily quite difficult to find authentic copies 
of various documents which pertain to the constitutional history of that 
injured commonwealth ; but under the head of Kansas, in this elaborate 
Index, we are instantly directed to the Leavenworth, Lecompton, and 
Topeka Constitutions, and to the various reports on the State affairs 
which in their day so completely occupied the attention of the country. 

We might go on and illustrate any number of topics of national im- 

ortance ina similar way; but the completeness of the Index can only 

appreciated by frequent references in one’s own behalf. We have 

tried it by many test questions, and in almost every case with entire 
satisfaction. 

The English Parliamentary papers are analyzed with a degree of mi- 
nute carefulness equal to that which characterizes the American Index 
These two portions of the Catalogue by themselves are of inestimable 
value to all who wish to investigate the public policy, and to become 
familiar with the official publications of two great nations. 

The preparation of this Catalogue is the work, as ave understand, of 
Prof. C. C. Jewett, the accomplished Superintendent of the Library, as- 
sisted by Messrs, Vinton and Jillson. Lis varied attainments, his fine 
scholarship, his love of books, and his practical talents, have fitted him 
in an uncommon degree for the post which he fills. Appointed and sus- 
tained by a Board of Trustees, of which Mr. Everett is Chairman, and of 
which other members are distinguished in the world of letters, the Super- 
intendent has been encouraged to go forward and elaborate a catalogue 
which will not only be a monument to their enlightened judgment, but 
a lasting benefit to all American scholars. 

The corporation of the city are also entitled to the highest praise for 
the liberality with which they have provided the pecuniary means for 
preparing and printing this elaborate volume. We can hardly cast our 
eyes anywhere upon its pages, mindful of what it represents, without 
being impressed anew with the munificence, the thoroughness, and com- 
pleteness which characterize every thing which is done by the NoBLE oLD

From the London Publishers’ Circular, December, 31. 


Although the great rash of new periodicals which were confidently pre 
dicted for the first new year’s day of the reign of cheap paper has not come 
to pass, a full average crop of new publications are announced. Old-estab- 
lished favourites, too, as befits these days of sharp competition, show signs of 
renewed activity. Perhaps one of the most striking features of the periodical 
literature of the day is the general levelling of all distinctions grounded upon 
mere price, The eminent author may now descend from the six-shilling 
Quarterly even to the penny weekly without the slightest fear of losing caste ; 
and Cobbett’s well-known defiance of the prejudice of his time by calling one 
of his own publications ‘ Two-penny Trash” would have been unintelligible 
to the present generation. Have we not had Mr. Dickens, Sir Edward Bul- 
wer Lytton, Mr. Wilkie Collins, and Mrs. Gaskell addressing us through tlie 

pular two-penny numbers of ‘“ Household Words” and “All the Year 
Round ;” Mr. Shirley Brooks and Miss Martineau in the illustrated pages of 
“Once a Week,” price threepence ; Mr. Thackeray and his host of famous 
contributors in the “ Cornhill,” no less cheap, (bulk considered,) at a shilling ? 
And now we have Mrs. Beecher Stowe with the Pearl of Orr’s Island, and 
Capt. Mayne Reid with the Maroon, in “‘Cassell’s Penny Ilustrated Paper :” 
while the popular author of John Halifax, Gentleman, whom any magazine 
would welcome, begins her new story of Mistress and Maid in the first number 
of “ Good Words for 1862,” which may fairly be taken as the utmost possible 

int to which cheapness and good quality can go. All have their proper 

eld, from the scholarly and entertaining “ Quarterly” and “ Edinburgh,” 
and the abstract and philosophical ‘“‘ Westminster” to the “Leisure Hour” 
and the ‘‘ Penny London Journal,” the difference being simply in the audi- 
ence they seek. The most fanatical prophet of literary degradation through 
the progress of cheapness will not, we presume, argue that Mr. Thackeray's 
style and morals become twenty-one times purer when promoted from the 
popular shilling magazine to the guinea two volumes in which he may pre- 
sent himself to new classes of readers; nor has any critic yet discovered that 
Mr. Dickens's immortal fictions have grown duller or less wholesome since 
they sought the seetense of that large multitude with whom twopences 
are more plentiful than shillings or half-crowns. 

Among our oldest friends we observe that ‘‘ Chambers’s Journal” promises 











from the present day improvements in the quality of the paper and literary 
contents. In Ireland, Mr. Duff’s “Dublin Penny Magazine” has secured 
some writers well known on this side of the Channel, and appears to be 
rapidly establishing itself in public favour. Messrs. Groombridge & Co. start 
at the end of this month a new monthly periodical of entertaining science, en- 
titled “ The Intellectual Observer,” illustrated with wood-cuts and full-page 
plates in colors and tints. A new threepenny monthly magazine, entitled 
“The Northern Monthly,” starts this day, and devotes itself to Religion, Lit- 
erature, Science, and Art. The new illustrated monthly magazine, entitled 
“ London Society,” will publish its first number with the magazines at the 
end of this month, taking the field of light and amusing literature for the 
hours of relaxation. The peculiar laws of infant mortality have hitherto 
been strikingly exemplified in our magazines. Few attain such an age as 
that of ‘‘Chambers,” which started in 1832; or of ‘“* Blackwood,” who pub- 
lishes this day his 555th number, while “ Fraser,” equally well sustaining its 
popularity, marks the 385th notch in its monthly calendar; and perhaps we 
may here mention that the present number of “The Publishers’ Circular” 
closes our 25th annual volume. Magazine readers can hardly be said to be 
necessarily fickle in the face of these examples, not to mention the “ Annual 
Register,” started by Edmund Burke in 1751, or the more remarkable case 
of “The Gentleman’s Magazine,” which still lives in this noisy world of 
change and progress in the 131st year of its age. 

The following is our usual classification of the more important publications 
of the fortnight: 

In Literature, Science, and Art we have Leisure Hours in Town, a vol- 
ume of pleasant essays by the well-known Author of the Recreations of a 
Country Parson, in Fraser’s Magazine ; The Early Italian Poets, from Ciullo 
d’Alcano to Dante, in the original Metres, translated by D. G. Rosetti, Parts 
1 and 2; a fourth volume of Mr. Bartholomew Price's Treatise on Infinitesi- 
mal Caleulus; three additional volumes of Mr. Bohn’s English Gentleman’s 
Library, containing Walpgle’s Anecdotes of Painting in England, with Dalla- 
way’s additions, Mr. Wornum’s notes, and 150 illustrations; a third volume 
of Chambers’s Encyclopedia, and the Poets and Prose Writers of France, with 
biographical notices, &e., by Gustave Masson. 

Under History and Biography come Mr. Thomas Wright’s learned but 
entertaining Work on the Domestic Manners and Sentiments in England 
during the Middle Ages; Mr. Lascelles Wraxall’s Memoirs of Queen Hor- 
tense, Mother of Napoleon III., with a portrait, 2 vols.; a concise and Popu- 
lar but well-written Sketch of the Life of his late Royal Highness the Prince 
Consort, by Edward Walford ; Glimpses of the Life of a Sailor, by Franklin 
Fox; The History of William Shakspeare, with New Facts and Traditions, 
8. W. Fullom; Romantic Episodes of Chivalric and Medieval France, now 
done into English by Alexander Vance; and Memorable Women of the 
Puritan Times, by the Rev. J. Anderson. 

Under our usual head of Ge-graphy and Travel we have nothing to re- 
port; but in Tueorocy we find the Title Deeds of the Church to her Parochial 
Endowments, by the Rev. Edward Miall; The Gospel to the Africans, a Nar- 
rative of the Life and Labours of the Rev. W. Jameson in Jamaica and Old 
Calabar, by his Son-in-Law the Rev. A. Robb; and Dr. Lindsay Alexander's 
Christian Thought and Work. 

In Fiction we have The Fireships, a Tale of the last Naval War, by W. H. 
G. Kingston, 3 vols.;-The Castleford Case, by Frances Browne, (the blind 
poetess,) 3 vols. ; The Cost of a Coronet, a Romance of Modern Life, 3 vols. 
Adopting the title of a famous novel of the last century, Mrs. Broderip also 
presents us with Chrysal, or a Story with an End, illustrated by her Brother, 
Mr. Thomas Hood. 


Messrs. Longman & Co.’s new list of forthcoming publications comprises— 
Thomas Jefferson, an Historical View of Democracy in America, by Cornelius 
De Witt, translated, with the Author's sanction, by R. S. H. Church, 1 vol. ; 
a second series of Peaks, Passes, and Glaciers, consisting of Excursions and 
Explorations by Members of the Alpine Club, edited by E. S. Kennedy, 
which will, it is stated, contain accounts of the ascents of several mountains 
which have never hitherto been ascended, explorations of new districts, and 
a narrative of an exploration of Iceland, in the southeastern districts, which 
have not been visited by any traveller whatever, except M. Gaiman, for fifty 
years; and other works already announced. 

Messrs. Routledge, Warne & Co wiil commence on Jan. 24, a new period- 
ical, to be called Every Boy’s Magazine. Ameng the contributors are Miss 
Bowman and Niss Amelia B. Edwards, the Rev. J. G. Wood, the Rev. H. C. 
Adams, the Rey. J. C. Atkinosn, Mr. R. M. Ballantyne, and Mr. Stirling 
Coyne. 

Our advices from New York, Boston, and Philadelphia, prior to receipt 
of the demands of our Government arising out of the Trent affair, report the 
book trade prospects as encouraging. The scarcity of American reprints 
during the year, and the absence of large importations, have kept the market 
comparatively clear, and there was now a very brisk demand for the best 
books: this report of approaching activity may of course be regarded as liable 
to a check from subsequent political excitement, but if this subsides, and 
peace is rendered certain, we may rely upon considerable export trade with 
America. It is satisfactory in the mean time to know that the booksellers 
themselves are in good spirits, and to the present time we have not heard of 
a single disappointment on this side in the receipt of remittances due. 

The admirers of Mrs. Beecher Stowe will be glad to hear that she will 
commence the continuation of her story of the Pearl of Orr's Island in the 
next number of Casseli’s Family Paper. The tale will now appear without 
intermission, and the remaining portion will be published separately as soon 
as completed. 
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Messrs. Chapman & Hall will commence on the Ist of February a new 
Serial by Charles Lever, to be completed in Twelve Monthly Parts, each Part 
to contain 2 Illustrations by “‘ Phiz.” 

A contemporary who hazards the statement that Her Majesty will open 
the Great Exhibition in person, has, it appears, no authority for his announce- 
ment, but a very strong impression prevails that such will be the case. The 
affecting letter of Col. Phipps to Mr. Dilke, the Vice-President of the Horti- 
cultural Society, has been read with deep sympathy, as expressing the per- 
sonal sentiments of Her Majesty with regard to all undertakings in which the 
late Prince Consort took an active interest. The public appearance of the 
Queen at the forthcoming ceremony, in fulfilment of a high principle of duty 
and respect toward her late illustrious husband, could not fail to awaken in 
all classes the deepest feelings of respect and affection, and ensure for the 
Exhibition that suecess for which the Prince Consort (though not on this oc- 
casion one of the Royal Commissioners) hoped and laboured. 


In a little book entitled The Science of Memory Simplified and Explained, | 


(Part 1,) Mr. J. H. Bacon unfolds an improved system of Mnemonics applica 
ble to the learning of languages, acquiring the facts of history, or rules for 
composition in prose or verse. The principle appears to be simple and more 
comprehensive than that of the old books of Grey and others; and it has at 
least the advantage that it may be tested by any student in a moment, by 
application to any facts that he is desirous of remembering. Mr. W. Elie 
Taylor’s Mighty through God, or an Account of the Extraordinary Labours 
of Mr. George Muller of Bristol, gives an interesting narrative of the good 
deeds of its hero as founder and director of an institution for missionary work 
at home and abroad established in that city. 

Mr. Edward Shelton has compiled a useful little book entitled The Histor- 
ical Finger Post, (Lockwood & Co.,) as a handy book for information on terms, 
phrases, epithets, and allusions relating to history. The idlest reader would 
find it convenient to have it within reach. The book contains a copious 
Index. 

A printer’s error in the recently published Lives of Lord Castlereagh and 
Sir Charles Stewart, by Sir Archibald Alison, may be matched with avything 
in Jean P. Richter’s Paul Fixlein, or Errors of the Press. In describing the 
great public funeral of the Duke of Wellington, Sir Archibald is made to say 
that “the pall was borne by the Marquess of Anglesea, the a of 
Londonderry, Lord Gough, Lord Combermere, and Sir Peregrine Pickle.” 
The association between “ Peregrine” and * Pickle,” rendered immortal by 
Smollett’s novel, was evidently too strong for either compositor or reader to 
be struck by this strange anti-climax ; Sir Peregrine Maitland is said to have 
been the name intended.

[With the number for January 17, the London Publishers’ Circular com- 
mences the Twenty-sixth Yearly Volume, and initiates a material change in its 
character. Hitherto having given a simple catalogue of books published, in 
which the bare title of the book was stated, they give in this, and propose to give 
in future numbers in connection with the title, whenever it may seem necessary, 
a brief note in explanation of the nature, history, and purpose of the book. By 
this change the scope of the publication is greatly enlarged, though the editor 
does not propose in any instance to enter upon criticism.—Ep. Am. Pun,’s Circ. } 

The following is our usual classification of the more important publications 
of the fortnight. 

In Literature, Science, and Art we have a delightful book of sporting adven- 
ture, anecdotes, and information, by Mr. C. Palk Collyns, entitled Notes on the 
Chase of the Wild Red Deer in the counties of Somerset and Devon, where it 
appears that this now fast disappearing sport still lingers; also, The Proverbs of 
Scotland, collected and arranged with notes, explanatory and illustrative, and a 
copious index ; Instinct and Reason, or the First Principles of Human Knowledge, 
by Sir G. Ramsay, Bart.; Drinking Cups, Vases, Flowers, and Ornaments, 
designed for the use of gold and silversmiths, twenty-one facsimiles of rare etch- 
ings, imp. 8vo.; and a first part of a valuable reprint of the first edition of 
Shakspeare, the Folioof 1623, published by Mr. Booth, and comprising the whole 
of the Comedies. 

In History and Biography we find a second volume of Dr. Hook's Lives of 
the Archbishops of Canterbury, embracing the Anglo-Norman period; two more 
volumes of Mr. Timbs’s amusing anecdote-biographies, comprising Steele, Foote, 
Swift, Goldsmith, Sheridan, Theodore Hook, Sydney Smith, Porson, and others; 
Beaten Paths, and Those who Trod Them. (a kind of autobiography,) by Mr. T. 
Colley Grattan; Chapters from French History, with Sketches of the inter- 
mediate Periods, by J. H. Gurney; three more volumes, forming a Second 
Series of Mrs. Delany’s Autobiograpy and Correspondence, with a number of 
fine portraits; a first volume of a History of the Names of Men, Nations, and 
Places, in their connection with the Progress of Civilization, from the French of 
Salverte ; the first two volumes of My. Dyer’s History of Modern Europe, from 
the Taking of Constantinople by the Turks to the Close of the War in the 
Crimea; Mr. Sutherland Edwards’ History of the Opera, from its Origin in Italy 
to the present Time, with Anecdotes of the most celebrated Composers and 
Vocalists, 2 vols.; and Louise Juliane, Electress Palatine, and her Times, by 
Fanny E. Bunnett. 

In Geography and Travel we have a lively book of Travel in Finland, Sweden, 
and Russia, with the quaint title of The Northern Circuit ; a work both for ordi- 
nary readers and intending emigrants, entitled Thirty-three Years in Tasmania 
and Victoria, being the actual Experience of the Author, by G. T. Lloyd; 
another work, principally on the same subject, entitled Australia, with Notes by 
the way on Egypt, Ceylon, Bombay, and the Holy Land, 1 vol.; and Rambles 
in the Lake Country and its Borders, by Edwin Waugh. 





In Theology we have two important publications in opposition to the famous 
Essays and Reviews; the one, published by Messrs. J. H. and J. Parker, and 
entitled Answers to Essays and Reviews, numbers among its contributors the 
Rev. E. M. Goulburn, H. B, Rose, ©. Heurtley, Dr. Irons, Dr. Christopher 
Wordsworth, and others, and has a preface by the Bishop of Oxford; the other, 
pubiished by Messrs, Longman and Co., entitled Seven Answers to the Seven 
Essays and Reviews, by J. N. Griffin, replies to the Essays seriatim, and has an 
Introduction by the Right Hon. Joseph Napier, late Lord Chancellor of Ireland ; 
we have also From Life to Life, Two Sermons on the Death of his late Royal 
Highness the Prince Consort, by the Rev. J. Cumming; The History of the 
Council of Florence, from the Russian of Popoff, edited by Dr. J. M. Neale ; 
and Thoughts on Personal Religion, by E. Meyrick Goulburn. 

In Fiction we have the Lady Herbert’s Gentlewoman, by Miss os 8 
vols. ; Forest Keep, a Novel, 3 vols; Better Days, a Tale, edited by the Rev. 
Reginald N. Shutte, 2 vols. ; Partnership, a Story of the Commercial Crises of 
1857; and Charity, a Tale, by the Author of Angelo Sanmartino, 

In Medical Works we note The Breath of Life, or Mal-Respiration and 
its Effects upon the Enjoyment and the Life of Man, by George Catlin, 
In Law a 1st vol. of The Law and Practice of Bankruptey, including the 
General Orders and Forms of Procedure, by A. A. Doria and D. C. Macrae; and 
The Land Drainage Act, 1861, with an Introduction, Notes, &c., by Theodore

Troxnor & Fretps publish “ John Brent,” by the late Major Theodore Win- 
throp. This is the second posthumous work of the heroic and lamented 
young soldier, published by this house. All the cireumstances which attend 
its issue bespeak for it a peculiar consideration, and an extensive popularity 
—which the innate power of the work will fully justify. It is conceived on 
a different plan from Cecil Dreeme, and abounds in exciting incident. The 
principal scenes are laid in the far West, among the prairies, and the details 
of them are drawn with graphic skill. The book is well printed on fine 
white paper. 





Rosert Carrer & Broruens have published “ Hymns of Faith & Ho 
Second Series,” by Horatius Bonar, D. D. It comprises a collection of the 
author’s devotional poems upon various occasions, number of them “ Mem- 
ories of the East,” and several fine translations of Latin and Greek hymns. 
The book is very — and handsomely gotten up. Also, a Series of three 
very neat and good little books, by the author of “ Memorials of Capt. Head- 
ley Vicars,” entitled respectively, “‘ Ready,” “‘ Words of Hearty Friendship to 
the eae Ven of England,” and “ The Voice of Hope; or, Midnight 
— he same earnest little tracts are also published collectively in one 
volume. 


Careton (late Rupp & Carterton) has published “ Fort Lafayette ; or, 
Love and Secession ; a Novel,” by Ben. Wood. This work we fancy will strike 
the reading world at large with some surprise. That the pseudo agitator of 
the Daily News, understood to be rather the proprietor than the editor of that 
(pay eg with it more by the purse than the pen, and who, when 

ast heard from, aunounced himself as “ not dead, but sleeping,” should sud- 

denly awake in the harmless guise of a novel, and a love story at that—it 
seems rather an anti-climax in politics though it may be a good thing in lit- 
erature. The novel opens in Virginia, and its heroine isa young Virginian— 
her lover is a patriotic northerner, and in the struggle in his mind between 
love and duty, and in the various complications that arise thereupon, lies the 
interest of the story. 

Also, “ The National School for the Soldier. An elementary work on Mil- 
itaay tactics, in question and answer. Conforming to the army regulations adopted 
and approved by the War Department of the United States,” by Capt. W. W. 
Van Ness. This is a very simply arranged book of instruction for the recruit. 


Jor, Munsett, Albany, sends us the “ Proceedings of the Commissioners of 
Indian Affairs, appointed by law for the Extinction of Indian Titles, in the State 
of New York,” in two volumes. This is the series of treaties made with the 

ndians, for the abolishment of the line known in our State History as the 
line of Property, by which the settlement of whites had been limited. ‘The 
transfer of title to large areas of land,” says the Preface, “is of itself always 
an important era in the Civil history of a country, because it involves a 
change of policy with regard to settlements, and may determine the future 
character of the population through long periods of time. But when the 
change has in express view the substitution of Civilization for Barbarism—a 
dense agricultural population in the place of a thinly scattered and half- 
starved Race of Savages, earning a precarious subsistence by the chase or by 
fishing, the event becomes one of unusual importance, and claims of the his 
torian a full and ample record.” These treaties are published from the orig 
inal manuscript in the library of the Albany Institute, and are accompanied 
with an Introduction and Notes, by Franklin B. Hough, member of that In- 
stitute. Two maps of New York State, and one of the “‘ Oneida Reservation,” 
illustrate the boundaries given in the text, and add greatly to the historic 
value of the work. 

Also, “A Handbook of American Genealogy: being a Catalogue of Family 
Histories and Publications, containing Genealogical Information, chronologically 
arranged,” by William H. Whitmore, member of the publishing committee of 
the New England Historical and Genealogical Society. This is a descriptive 
Catalogue of books on American family history, and includes upwards of two 
hundred titles. The author gives in his descriptions a general idea of the 
value of the works named, and in reference to his own criticism of them says: 
“ Every one is liable to be prejudiced in such an estimate, by his acquaint- 
ance with different authors, or his interest in certain families: but the com- 
piler trusts he has censured none but glaring errors, and if he be open to the 
charge of too uniform praise of these histories, small as well as large, he begs 
the reader to remember that many of them were published at the expense of 
their authors; and that the writer who devotes his time to the collection of 
facts before neglected, has performed a task meritorious in degree, however 
limited in extent.” 
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Both of these books are very finely printed, and are eminently worthy o 
the Aldi Discipulus Albanus, which graces the title-page. They are uniform 
with the other works of the same class published by Mr. Munsell, to which we 
have from time to time called attention : a series of works which, though not 
known so widely as every lover of literature would desire that they should be, 
are a great credit to the bibliography of our country. 


H. H. Bancrorr & Co., San Francisco, send us the first package of books 
we have ever received from the “Golden State ;” and their excellent char- 
acter, as well as the neat and substantial manner in which they are gotten up, 
argue well for a favorable growth of the book business in that locality. The 
most important of them is a handsome octavo volume of nine hundred pages, 
on “ International Law ; or, Rules Regulating the Intercourse of State, in Peace 
and War,” by H. W. Halleck, A.M. This work is of rather a popular charac- 
ter, and valuable at any time; it appears to be especially so at present. 
“During the war between the United States and Mexico,” says the preface, 
‘the author, while serving on the Staff of the Commander of the Pacific 
Squadron, and as Secretary of State of California, was often required to give 
opinions on questions of international law, growing out of the operations of 
the war. As it was sometimes difficult or impossible to procure books of 
reference, except in the libraries of ships of war which occasionally touched 
at the ports of the Northern Pacific, he commenced a series of notes and ex- 
tracts, which were arranged under different heads, convenient for use. The 
manuscript so formed has been occasionally added to, as new books were pro- 
cured, and it is now given to the press, with the hope that it may be found 
useful to officers of the army and navy, and possibly also to the professional 
lawyer.” Very full references to authorities are made throughout the 
volume. 

The same firm also send “ The Bee Keeper’s Directory; or, The Theory and 
Practice of Bee Culture in all its Departments,” by J.S. Harbison, with an 
Introductory Essay by 0.1C. Wheeler. The author declares this work to be 
“the result of eighteen years’ personal study” of the habits and instinets of 
the bee—and also acknowledges his indebtedness to all the better works on 
the subject. “It has been his endeavor,” he says, “‘as far as possible to 
shun all theorizing, and to confine himself to a practical application of those 
scientific principles which experience has taught him to be the true basis of 
success.” The work is enriched with eighty illustrations, 

Also, a hand-book of “ Mining in the Pacific States of North America,” by 
John S. Hittell; and the ‘* Hand-book Almanac for the Pacific States : an Offi- 
cial Register and Year Book of Facts for the Year 1862,” edited by Wm. H. 
Knight: two well gotten up and useful books. 


Tue Protestant Episcorpat Boox Soctery has published “ Righteousness by 
Faith ; or, The Nature and Means of our Justification before God: illustrated by 
a Comparison of the Doctrine of the Oxford Tracts with that of the Romish and 
Anglican Churches,” by Charles Pettit M’Ilvaine, D.D., D.C.L., Bishop of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church, in the Diocese of Ohio, This is in answer 
to “ Essays and Reviews,” and kindred publications, and endeavors especially 
to weaken their foree by an «appeal to the older and venerated authorities 
upon Church doctrine. “If it shall be the honor of this volume,” says the 
Preface, “in any degree to revive the attention of the members of the Church, 
especially of her clergy and candidates for orders, to the works of the elder 
Divines of the seventeenth century, such as Usher, Hall, Hopkins,-Andrews, 
ete., * * * so that the nervous and clear displays of divine truth as therein 
abounding, and as distinguished from that feeble, confused mode of repre- 
senting the way of salvation, which characterizes the majority of the more 
modern Anglican divines, shall become more thoroughly studied and appre- 
ciated, then, whatever becomes of the doctrine herein opposed, this book will 
beamply rewarded.” 

Also, ‘‘ Meditations and Hymns,” by X, and “ The Message of the Hour,” by 
the author of “The Lighted Way.” Two little volumes of devotional poetry, 
the former of which is very chastely and richly gotten up. 


Periodicals, 


The Bibliotheca Sacra and Biblical Repository, for January, is published 
by Warren F. Draper, Andover. Its contents are as follows: “ Christ Preach- 
ing to the Spirits in Prison,” by Rev. James B. Miles ; “‘ Saalschats on Hebrew 
Servitude,” by Prof. E. P. Barrows; “The Tabingen Historical School,” by 
Rev. R. P. Dunn; “ Life of Erasmus,” by Rev. Enoch Pond; “ Close Com- 
munion,” by Rev. Alvah Hovey; “The Imprecatory Psalms, viewed in the 
light of the Southern Rebellion,” by Edwards A. Park; “Remarks on Ren- 
derings of the Common Version,” by H. B. Hackett; and Notices of New 
Publications. This number inaugurates volume XIX. The Bibliotheca Sacra, 
says the Prospectus for the new volume, “aims to suggest principles which 
will refresh and strengthen the writer of sermons, and stir him up to various 
and vigorous presentations of Biblical doetrine. Some of its articles require 
deep thought in the reader; but this is absolutely essential to the mainte- 
nance of a dignified and commanding science of theology.” 

The American Journal of the Medical Sciences, edited by Isaac Hays, M. D., 
for January, is received. It contains nine original articles on “Cases,” 
notices and analyses of a large number of new medical books, and a full and 
valuable “ Quarterly summary of the Improvements and Discoveries in the 
Medical Science,” arranged under the heads of ‘ Anatomy and Physiology,” 
“Materia Medica and Pharmacy,” “ Medical Pathology and Therapeutics,” 
“ Surgery,” and “ Midwifery.” Among the reviews we notice as especially 
interesting those of Meryon’s “ History of Medicine,” and “Food and its Di- 
gestion,” by William Brinton. 
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Harper’s New Monthly Magazine, for February, has a very amusing Chron- 
iele of events in California, entitled “The Coast Rangers,” illustrated in the 
happiest manner; an interesting article on “The American Bank Note Com- 
pany,” illustrated ; an article on Washington Irving; a story by Miss Muloch ; 
the continuation of Thackeray’s and Trollope’s novels, and the usual pleasant 
variety of the Editor’s table, easy chair, ete. 


The Eclectic Magazine of Foreign Literature for February, exhibits an un- 
usually large, and richly varied table of contents. Its most noteworthy arti- 
cles are “‘ Pascal as a Christian Philosopher,” from the North British Review ; 
“Macaulay’s History,” from the Zdinburgh Review; ‘Old Iceland—the 
Burnt Njal,” from the British Quarterly ; and “ The Life and Times of Count 
Cavour,” from the Westminster. The article upon Macaulay is in answer to 
Paget’s “ New Examen,” which, it will be remembered, impeached Macaulay's 
justice and truth upon several important points in his history. 


The Atlantic Monthly, for January, contains a “Battle Hymn of the Re- 


public,” written in strong, flexible triplets with the burden “Our God is. 


marching on ;” the continuation of *‘ Agnes of Sorrento ;” “ Methods of Study 
in Natural History ;” “Fremont’s Hundred Days in Missouri,” and the “ Story 
of To-day.” The number also contains an exquisitely versified and powerful 
poem, by John G. Whittier, entitled “At Port Royal, 1861.” It is the first 
time, we believe, that the attempt has been made to employ the negro patois 
in serious poetry, and it is certainly an eminent success, Hosea Biglow ap- 
pears again, and favors us with a deliciously humorous rendition of the con- 
versation that passed between the Bunker ILill Monument and Concord Bridge 
on the Mason and Slidell affair. We do not recall, in the whole range of our 
poetical reading, an imagination superior, and but few equal to that in the 
Bridge’s first speech of “ the British sogers killed in our great fight.” 

The Christian Review for January (CVII.) is published by Benton & An- 
prews, Rochester. Its contents are: “ Early Modern Baptists in their Rela- 
tion to Pedo baptists,” ‘‘ Montalembert’s Monks of the West,” “ Stendel on 
the Inspiration of the Apostles,” “ Democracy on its Trial,” “ Power in the 
Pulpit,” “Baptism for the Dead,” Notices of reeent Publications, and Foreign 
Theological and Literary Intelligence.

A Portfolio is made of two stiff leaves, connected by a back of cloth, leather, 
or other pliable substance. To the inside of one of the leaves are fastened two 
cords, @ a (see cut prefixed), with metallic needles secured by the middle at their 
ends. On the inside of the opposite leaf are fastened at one end the elastic bands, 
b d, with eyes at their free ends for the passage of the needles. On the inner edge 
of the latter-named leaf are two eyes for the passage of the cords,@a.
